American Miners Able to Undersell tho 


Nova Scotians. 


Within a few dr.ys the New York 


and New England Railroad company 
has contracted for CO,000 tons of hitn- 
miuons coal from tho Beech crock re- 
gion of Pennsylvania, to ha delivered in 
Boston at a cost of $2,00 per ton, says 
tho Philadelphia Record. 
This should 


lay tho Nova Scotia bugaboo, which has 
been scaring tho Pennsylvania, Mary- 
land and Virginia coal operators, who 
have predicted ruin to their Now Eng- 
land trade as tho result of tha reduc- 
tion of the duty from 75 cents to 40 
cents per ton. 


Tho placing of this large contract in- 


dicates that the Pennsylvania mine 
owners still liavo a firm hold on the 
New England market. The Nova Scotia 
coal dealers are offering their coal in 
Boston, duty paid, at $2.85 per ton, a 
price which the domestic miners are 
able to meet without difficulty.

though NovaJScotian coal has not yet 
secured tho New England market, tho 
reduction of 35 cents in tho duty soems 
to havo hcen a substantial benefit to 
that section by forcing down the price 
of American fuel.

there would have been paid $3 last year 
and S3. 25 in ]SOoi.

It will proba- 
bly be called for Thursday. 


That is the sum total of the part which 


the democrats will have in the redistrict- 
ing of che city. 


It is true that the democrats of the city 


council will have the privilege of sitting 
in the convention i£ they so desire. 


It is understood however that the gerry- 


mander scheme is practically settled upon 
at the republican headquarters 
and the 


convention will merely ratify the action 
of the committee. 
It will not be a real deliberative conven- 


tion. It will be a ratification meeting—so 
the democratic councilman are led to be- 
lieve. 
From the discussion of the situation by 


leading democrats, this momimr, it is 
clear that there Is a strong sentiment 
among the councilmen in favor of ignor- 
ing the convention altogether. It would 
be but a waste of time, they say, for dem- 
ocrats to attend such a cut a:ul dried affair. 


It is stated that the decision of the re- 


publicans now is to have nine wards four 
strongly democratic, and five as strongly 
republican. 


There will be three councilmen from 


each ward, 
one school committeeman 


and one overseer of the poor. 


The members of the school committee 


and the overseers of the poor must be 
chosen by the new wards at the next mu- 
nicipal election and decide by lot upon the 
length of the terms oE each member of 
either body. 


That arrangement will provide for 27 


councilmen., nine school committeemen 
and nine overseers of the poor. 


It seems that the republican city com- 


mittee found it difficult to make seven of 
eleven wards In the city strongly republi- 
can and so decided upon nine "as a safer 
arrangement. 
The council v.-ill have an 


odd number as will also the upper board. 
That will obviare deadlocks and give the 
republicans control at least in the lower 
board.

INSTJLATING OF STBEET POLES. 


Interesting SlfiteTnent T>y Commissioner 


Murphy OQ tile Effect ^ot the

"Expense. 
The general act just passed by the legis- 


lature and signed by the governor, Thurs- 
day, to take effect at the expiration of 30 
days after its passage, providing for the 
''greater security against accidents from 
electric wires," will, it is estimated, take 
out of the Boston treasury fully 6100,000. 
This is considered to be an excellent law 
in view of the danger attendant upon the 
use of electricity for street lighting and 
power. 
Representative Creed of South 


Boston is the father of the bill and 
he 


now possesses the pen used by Governor 
Greenhalge in signing it. 


Tlie act makes it imperative that all 


poles and posts used for the transmission 
of electricity shall be Insulated in such, a 
manner to protect employes and other 
persons against accidents. In the city of 
Boston thn commissioner of wires must 
attend to tho enforcement of the provisions 
of the act, and he is to be the sole judge 
of what proper insulation, shall be. For 
non-compliance with the act the person or 
corporation owning such poles or posts 
shall be lined not more than. 3 LOO and not 
less than $10 for every poll left uninsulat- 
ed within a reaso 


.'-very

Commissioner John R. Murpliy gives 


this opinion on the operation of the ln.w 
in Boston: There are about 13,000 poles 
and posts in Boston according to the oMi- 
cial record in the wire department, that 
are affected by this laiv; but of these the 
only ones considered especially dangerous 
are the iron poles, and the city of Boston 
owns 2350 for street lighting, as the com- 
panies contracted with furnish only the 
wire, carbons and thn electricity. 
This 


style of pole Is also in use in other places 
in this state, and It is used very slightly in 
Xew York. city. 


"There are four different kinds in that 


city—all wood; iron, base, with a low 
wooden pole, and another a tall wooden 
pole in an iron base; and an iron pole with 
a wooden sleeve, over the top, so that 
when a man climbs it to trim the lamp the 
whole pole is insulated.

possible with poles having considerable 
wood to it, and which are considered

than from overhead.'" 


Commissioner Murphy considers this bill 


to be the most far-reaching of any ever 
passed by the legislature, and it places, he 
stated, a very heavy responsibility upon 
the commissioner of wires as he is the sole 
judge of whether or not the poles are 
properly insulated and if an 
accident 


should occur through improper insulation 
thereafter he would be primarily respon- 
sible 
for 
it.

On Constitutionality of In- 


come Tax Law.

stitutional. 


"WASHINGTON, April 9.—After almost a 


month of dolibenitilon tho United S&titcs 
euprcmo court rendered ita decision yes- 
terday In tho incomes tax oases, deciding 
by n divided ooiirb bho law to bo valid, cs> 
copb OB regards tho Incomes derived from 
rents and froru municipal bonds, on which 
points tho decision waa that tho tax waa 
juconatitublonal. 


Thoro \vas only one member of the 


bench absont—Justice Jackson, who has 
Sot been nble to be In attendance upon 
iho courb since last fall, and who has nob 
pmblolpatQd In tho consideration of the 
case In any way. 


Tho judges fllod In prompbly at high 


noon, nnil there was very litclo prelimi- 
nary work boforo the chief j usblco began the 
delivery of the opinion, which consumed 
an hour's time. 


Mr. Fuller began with a brief reference 


to tho question of Jurisdiction in tiio'caso. 
ThiG point had, ho said, beon frequently 
referred to, but ho dismissed it by saying 
that as the question had not been raised 
in tho court bolow and had been waived 
in tho argument of thocaso in tho supremo 
courb, there appeared no objection to con- 
sidering the case purely on Its merits. 


Proceediug to this end, ho pave his at- 


tention to tho objections to the law as 
made by the appellant, quoting the prin- 
cipal ones as follows: 


Tho Exceptions, i 


1. That the act imposes a direct tax in re- 


spect to re;il estate, rents, issues and profits aa 
veil as of tho income and proflts of persoual 
property and, not being apportioned, ia in vio- 
lation of Bcctiou 2 ot article 1 of the constitu- 
tion. 


2. That tho law, if not imposing a direct tax, 


Is novcrthcle&s unconstitutional in that ita pro- 
visions arc not uniCorm throughout tho United 
Btntcs, nnd do not operate with tho saino force 
nud effect upon the subject of the tax wherever 
found, nnd in tlmt it provides exemptions in 
favor of individuals and oopftrtnerahips while 
denying all exemptions to corporations having 
similar income durived from Hko property and 
values, and provides for other exemptions und 
inoauftlltieB in violations of section 8 of article 
1 of thf; constitution. 


8. That the rvcD provides no exemption of the 


tax upou incomes dori^d from the stock and 
bonds of states of the united States and coun- 
ties and municipalities therein, which stocks 
und bonds are not proper subjects for the tax- 
ing power of congress. The income from these 
securities in the United States amounts to 
over £05,000,000 per annum, on which tho total 
annual income tax would be 51,300.000. 


Tho body of tbc opinion was devoted to 


the consideration oC tho question from, a 
constitutional point of view. 
Tho chief 


justice said that under the constitution 
federal tines were divided Into direct 
taxes, and duties, Imposts and excises, 
and luid down tho rule that direct taxes 
should, under thnb instrument, bo gov- 
erned by tho rule of apportionment among 
the several states, according to populanlon. 


Referring to the question of dlrecb taxa- 


tion, he said that the framors of the con- 
stitution had before thorn more promi- 
nently than any oChor thought, the idea 
that taxation, and representation should 
go hand in hand. In support of that 
idea, the just revolutionary struggle had 
beon made, and it had surely noc beon tho 
intention of the convention Chat a state 
of affairs should arise which would make 
it possible for any one of tho states to com- 
bine for tho purpose of extorting taxes 
from other states. 


Another Important Point, 


Furthermore, the chief justice contin- 


ued, 
the constitution "was the result of a 


compromise between the scales and tho 
federal government, whoroby tho states 
surrendered tho right ot levying imposts, 
duties and excises, but it was evident they 
did not mean to transfer to tho general 
government the right to levy direct taxes 
oxcopt In cases of great emergency, 
This 


compact, tbjQ chief Justice said, Imd been 
observed up to the lime of tho piLssage of 
the act of August, 18&i. 


The ohlof justice devoted a considerable 


part of iho opinion to the especial con- 
sideration of taxation of Increases derived 
from rents, and held that In taxing tha in- 
come derived from land, it virtually nnd 
to nil intents and purposes taxed the laail 
itself, for, he asked, what was tho laud to 
anyone but for tho profit; derived from it? 
He Eniled to seo any distinction between a 
tax on the land itself and on bha profit de- 
rived from it, and no one had gone so far 
as to contend that a tax ou laud woulcl 
nob bo a direct tax. 


Tho name of tho tax was unlmporta.nl;, 


buC the effect was of vasb consequence, 
and as there could bo neither distinction 
or material difference between taxing- tho 
land and the profit derived from it, tho 
court had reached the opinion that this 
portion of the law was Invalid and could 
not be sustained. 


Tho same conclusion was reached in re- 


gard to tho provision for taxing sbato, 
county and municipal bonds. 
He said in 


offocb bhat It wap clearly never intended 
by tho sfcatos to dclcgatu authority to thu 
national congress to weaken their credit 
by providing a tax upon their instru- 
mentalities and revenue agencies. Power 
to tnx those ngencies must oC n, nccoasiby 
Imply tho oxorclso of an influence unon a 
contract before it was made. 
Such rm ox- 


orcise of power was repugnant to tho con- 
stitution, aud. therefore tho portion of tho 
law putting It Into exaction must also bo 
declared invalid, 


On tho other points involved, the opin- 


ion did not vonturo, because of tho ovon 
division of Lho court. 


The chief justice was not prepared to 


giveoub bho i'ull text of bho cleicUion, but 
furnished tho following summary of tho 
concluding portion to the press: 


Substance of the Decision, 


1. That by tho constitution foderal taxation 


Is divided into two yrijut ohisscs; direcifc taxes 
and dutius, imposts imdexuistfs. 


2. That the imposition tjl! direct tuxr-s is 


governed by tho rulu of appnrbiuinm-iit rumm^ 
tho suviirttl Htutos, according to nuinbt;r.s, and 
tho impositio7i of duties, impost ;uid excises by 
rulo of uniformity throughout 
the UniGod 


Btates. 


3. That the principle that the taxation mid 


representation ^o toother WIL.H intmide-d to Ije 
mid •wu.fi prusarvod in thu constitution liy tho 
CHtubliyhment of the rule of apportionment 
among tho several atatea, 30 that such appor- 
tionment should be according to numbers In 
each stato. 


4. That tbostntcH surrtniderod their power 


to lovy imposts and to regulate commorco to 
the general govornmcnb and gave it tlie con- 
current power to lovy diroot taxes In reUunao 
on the protection afforded by the rules pro- 
scribed, and ttiut tho compromises or tho con- 
stitution cannot "bo disturbed by legislative! 
action. 
: 6. That theao conclusions result from tho 
test of the constitution and are supported by 
the historical evidence furnished by the cir- 
cumstances BurToundinff tho 
framing and

180-1, as attempts to impose a tax upon the rent 
or iiicomo of real estate without apportion- 
ment is invalid. 


The court is further of tho opinion that tho 


sob of Aug. 15, 1.894, is invalid so fur

temptd to levy :i tax upon tho Income derived 
from municipal bonds. As a niuTiioipal cor- 
ijorntioii is the representative of the state and 
6uo or the instrumentalities of tho state gov- 
ernment, the property and revenues of munici- 
pal corporations aro not tho subjects ol! fed- 
eral taxation, nor is tho income derived f rom 
etate, county and miinaoipr.l securities, sinco 
taxiitioii on "the interest therefrom operates on 
the power to borrow before it is exorcised and 
has a sensible influence on the contract, and 
therefore, such a tax is a tax on tho power 
of the states and thoir Instrumentalities to 
borrow money and consequently repugnant to 
thu constitution.
